The former, it is believed, would be more in aceordauce with the views of those who fr:

of such debts only us he thinks fit. No doubt, a1 reventie might be obtained hy insisting 
on the other mode of valuation ; but it is apprehended, haying: 1 dete the class of people 
who take out these certilicates, that any system requiring the applicant 10 give a complete List 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enforced, necessitate proceedings of an inquisitorial 
nature for which no sufficient: machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to be obtained, 





















8. The rule which it isnow proposed to lay down, while if, dispenses with all proceed ines 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be expected to lead to some inercase of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch as, the certilivate being expressly limited in its operation to 
the debts specified in it, the n ty of ineluding in it all debts except these due from: persons 
standing in some peewiarly nly or confidential relation will be brought honie te the apple 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in paying adebt which is 
omitted from it. . 

The additional revenue realized will not, + 
mode ofevaluation were a lopted, but this as a 
Government is prepared to accept. 

9. The present Bill has heen prepared for Che purpose of carrying out the above views, 
The effect of it, if 16 becomes law, will be that every applicant fora certifieate under Act NNVU 
of 1880 will be required to state in lis application the debts in respect of which he desires Che 
certifieute. Tt will he in is option to include what debts he pleases ~ He will pay duty only 
in respeet of the debts which he elects Co inelude, and the operation of the certilieate will le 
limited to those debts, Tf he subsequently desires to inelnde other debits, he can e the cer 
titigate extended to them on paying the additional duty. Phe note apy pended to article 120 of 
the schedule to the Court-foes Act will not apply to him. Por the rest, the amendments imude 
by the Bill in Act XX VEL of 1860 and in the Probate and Administration Act, PSSL, are cf an 
upamportant nature, and merely such as ure necessitated by the above alterations in tue 
substance of the law.

Provisions are next made for the term of office of members of the board, for their 
resignation, removal, for filling up casual vacancies among them, for the incorporation of the 
district boards, and for fixing a time for their coming into existence.

Seetion CO of the Bill adds a section to the 
Northern India Ferric ng corresponding powers to muke over the management of 
ferries and their proceeds to district boards. - 

14. See! and 24 define the relations between district and local boards, and the con- 
trol to be exercised by the former. The smaller is to be the agent of the larger body, which 
may reverse or vary any orders of a local board within the district under certain conditions 
laid down. 

15. Section 25 gives power to district boards to appoint joint committees for any pur- 
pose, such as a long line of communication, in which they may be jointly interested. 

16. Sections 26 to 30 lay down general rules for the conduct of business, and provide 
for the views of departmental officers on subjects connected with their departments being 
brought before the district board by those officers in person, as well as for the record of the 
resolutions of the board and’the communication of them to the Magistrate of the district 
within 10 days. ‘ 

17, Sections 32 and 33 enable the district. board, subject to general or special orders of the 
Local Government, to appoint such officers and servants as are necessary for the proper dis- 
charge of its duties, and tv appoint as secretary one of its members, or, with the sanction of the 
Commissioner, an outsider. 

The limitations on the power of appointment are mado, as it is necessary that certain 
officers of the provincial establishments employed in the departments made over to the 
board should be taken over; and as much of the routine work will be in the hands of the 
secretary, it is desirable that, when a salary is attached to that office, there should be some 
guarantee that an incapable man is not appointed. 

18. Section 35 cstablishes a district fund, which shall be at the disposal of the district 
board for the discharge of its duties under the Bill, 

The principal items will consist of the allotments from local rates prescribed by Acts 
III and LV of 1878, and of assignments from provincial revenues ; but various petty sources of 
income are also made over, and it is expected that the closer supervision to be hoped for from 
the local boards will develop them to a considerable extent. 

19. The subject of control by the Executive is dealt with in sections 98-42, The powers 
conferred are »lmost identical with those in the Central Provinces Local Self-government Act, 
with the addition that authority has been given to the Commissioner to suspend, and to the 
Local Government to rescind, any single act, order or resolution of the board that is in excess 






























of its powers. 

It is considered advisable that Government should have this power, to be exercised in 
cases whore it might thiok it undesirable to resort to the heroic remedy of supersession. 

20. Section 45 gives power to the Local Government to make forms and rales consistent 
with the Act. These are much the same as the corresponding powers in the Central Provinces 
Act. * . 
21. Sections 50, 51 and 62 deal with those exceptional localities to which the whole or 
somo of the provisions of this Act may be deemed unsuitable. In territories so vast, and among 
a population characterized by such differences in knowledge, habits and modes of thought, as 
those of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, such tracts must be met with; and it is not 
desirable to insist on the residents of them being forced to acoept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if not mischievous. . 

22. When the provisions as to election only are deemed unsuitable, the Local Government 
will appoint the members of the local boards; but when the whole Act is unsuited to the dis. 
trict, a distriet committee shall be appointed in such manner, shall perform such duties, and 
shall be placed in possession of such funds from the local rates allotments as the Local C-—--- 


ment shall prescribe.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


_ Movicrpat. Committees in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh are at present con- 
stituted and guided in the execution of their functions by Act XV, 1873, the North-Western 
Provinces aud Oudh Municipalities Act of that year. 


That Act gives plenary powers to the Local Government to appoint ordinary and ex officto 
members of municipal committees. It leaves to the Local Government to determine absolutely 
whether in any municipality of the united provinces members shall be elected or not, and 
if confers upon it the power of appointing ea officio members to the extent of one-third of the 
total number of the committee, a power very generally acted on, 

2. The manner of election, where elections are allowod, is under the Act regulated solely 
by the Local Government without reference to the parties most concerned, and cagual vacancies 
are filled up by direct appointment by the same authority, or are not filled up at all. 


__ 8. The Local Government may also appoint the president and vice-presidents of all com- 
mittees, and may unconditionally cancel, suspend or limit any. of the proceedings, bye-lawa or 
rules of the committees and abolish any tax imposed by them. 

. »,, 4 Section 34 of the Act farther imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
obligation of providing for the maintenance of a police-ostablishment, the effect of which haa 
frequently been to throw on municipalities a large portion of the charge for police kept up for 


the prevention and detection of crime and the apprehension of offenders against the general 
law of the land. 


5. These provisions are inconsistent with the proposals for the extension of local self- 
government enunciated by the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th December, 1882. : 

6. The present Bill has been drafted ta enable the Looal Government to carry these pfb- 
posals into effect, put forward after consultation with the most experienced officers of the provin- 
ces, with the members of existing municipal committees and numerous non-official gentlemen. 
« 7. Except in the provisions n to carry out the object above specified apd, in’ the 
arrangement of chapters afd sections, th Bill follows closely the. present Municipal ; 
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8. {Cbapier 4 contains the usual preliminary matter, and prescribes the course to be fol 
lowed when it is intended to introduce the Act infS any local area for the first time, or into 
existing municipalities, 4 me 

9, (Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members elected in the manner prescribed by the Local Govern- 
ment, and of acertain proportion of nominated membery, nut to exceed one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has Leen already accepted in’ the Central Provinees, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the community being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

“10. Before making rules for determining the system of representation and election, the 
Local Government is required by sections 8 aud 9 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11, Section 18 leaves the election of their own chairmen to municipal boards, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Lov overnment may, from time to time, by 
notification, exempt from the operation of tl tion, In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Lucal Government. 

_ This exception is meant to mert cases where an officer of Government. mst. remain 
chairman, at least for a period, cither in order that he may have time to transfer functions and 
accounts often onerous and com pli ated toa Non-oflicial suecessor, or for lack of a qualified noa- 
official ta, deal with special circumstances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
board itself. 

12, Section 24 contains a provision, not in the existing Act, enabling municipal boards 
to appoint joint committees for any purpose in which they may be jointly interested,

This authority is given to provide for cases which may not be of a nature grave cnough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section 60 empowers the Local Government to frame forms and make rules on cer- 
tain matters therein specitied. 

13. Chapter VI contains misccllancons provisions as regards the conduct of Jitigation, 
penalties on, and liabilities of, members, acquisition of unl, anu the like. 

19, Chapter VIL enables the Local Government to exempt from the provisions of the Act 
regarding election municipalities to which it considers such provisions to he unsuited, and, with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council, to withdraw from the operation of 
shis Act, or of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh Manicipalities Act of 1575, any local 
area to which either of those Acts may have been applied. 

This latter power is deemed necorsary, as cases sometimes occur where « municipality has 
been established in a place which experience proves to be wit for municipar institutions, or 
‘where change of circumstances inay have rendered sueli institutions unsuitable, and if, would 
be improper in such cases to insist on the Act ning in force forever, At the same 
time, the power is one which should he exercised with af Caution, aS it is a more serious 

_ Matter to withdraw a privilege once conferred than to withhold it- in the first instance 5 
and the Local Government has therefore been debarred from acting on the section unless with 
‘the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


‘Tue present law regulating the constitution and functions of district committees and pro- 
viding for local (other than municipal) taxation in the Panjab is contained in Act V of 
1878. In addition, however, to the Joeal rute levied on land under that Act, which falls 
at 8 pice on the rupee of the annual value, which, for the purposes of the Act, is assumed to be 
double the land-revenue, other cesses are levied under the name of road, school and district 
post cesses, calculated at a percentage upon the land-revenue, which usually amounts to 24 per 
cent. more. The levy of these cesses was provided for at the time of the settlement of the 
land-revenue of each district as a part of the settlement-arrangements, and in a few 
districts they are levied at a rate somewhat different from that prevailing in. other parts of the 
province. The general result, however, is that the rates and cesses fall at 103 pies on the 
rupee of assumed annual value, or at 10§ per cent. on the land-revenue. 


2. The main object of the present Bill is to give effect to the proposals for the extension 
of local self-government explained by the Panjab Government in its Resolution No. 1777, 
dated 7th September, 1882, by conlerring upon district committees greater financial and 
administrative independence, constituting local bodies for smaller areas than districts, providing 
for the mode of appointing meinbers of district committees and local boards, and increasing 
the number and extent of the services transferred to local management and control. 


3. At the same time, it has been thought advisable to consolidate the road, school and 
district-post cesses with the loca] rate hitherto assessed under Act V of 1878, and, as that Act 
has been found defective in other respects, to repeal it and re-enact its provisions with -such 
alterations as experience has shown to be necessary.
